Humane Dehorning 


bred Guernsey cattle east the 
Rockies have begun take the 
new look the clean cut, shapely 
head, without horns. began 
Welcome-In Farms, Dublin, near Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, that are owned 
McKitrick and his son, Dr. 
John McKitrick. The Welcome-In 
herd 270 animals the largest 
herd pure bred 
Guernseys Ohio. October 
and 13, 160 animals over one year, 
including the barn test cows, were 
dehorned the most humane way yet 
devised. 


The work was done Dr. Harold 
Amstutz, Ambulatory Clinician, 
College Veterinary Medicine, Ohio 
State University. The College con- 
ducts large animal practice the 
vicinity Columbus, the purpose 
which give veterinary students 
opportunity observe large animal 
practice. The Doctor came the 
farm with four veterinary students 
assistants. brought cattle chute, 
mounted wheels, which was hauled 
the stable door and lowered the 
stanchion one end the chute held 
the cow while the operation was 
performed. 


local anesthetic was injected half- 
way between the eyes and the horns 
deaden the nerves. This was done 
the stable the students minutes 
before dehorning. soon the 
animal was fastened 
stanchion, student clamped nose 
lead the nose and drew the head 
one side. Another student disinfected 
the dehorner between each horn, and 
Dr. Amstutz disinfected the head 
the base the horn. 

student the handles the 
dehorner took off the horns close 
enough the head include about 
half inch skin and hair. Twenty-six 
cows were dehorned two hours and 
only one bellowed; not horn was 
crushed, and the dehorner made 
clean, smooth cut. 

The instant the horn dropped, and 
while the blood spurted from large 
artery the base the horn and 
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smaller one the top, the Doctor used 
forceps pull out the artery, about 
two inches it. This sealed the tissue 
within the horn 
bleeding. Antiseptic pads were put 
over the horns, and bandages over the 
pads were fastened under the throat. 
The last act was spread horn paste,

George Simpson 
Wins Acclaim 
Six States 


EORGE Simpson, Guernsey 
Skylinevue Farm, 

Wallingford, Conn., won the 
coveted first prize $500 for having 
the best pasture program among 
2,000 competing farmers 
New England. This honor fitting 
reward for Mr. Simpson’s years 
intelligent effort. Throughout that 
period has constantly been en- 
deavoring improve his crops and 
herd, and has sought and followed 
carefully the advice county agents 
and extension specialists. Above all, 
excellent farmer, and his farm 
shows it. 

Pasture prizes are not novelty 
George Simpson. contests spon- 
sored before the war the Connecti- 
cut Dairymen’s Association, placed 
second his county 1938 and first 

New England Governor, Charles 
Dale New Hampshire, started 
the grasslands contest. With under- 
standable, but proved, misguided 
conviction his own state’s grass- 
Governor Dale bet his hat, 
that the greenest pastures New 
England were found New 
Hampshire. 

The other five took him it, 
and immediately, state university ex- 
tension services and county farm 
bureaus were taking entries from 
owners outstanding pastures and 
gtasslands. Among them was George 
Simpson, who for the past years 
has been quietly, sometimes dog- 
gedly, but always intelligently, and 
with sparing his own effort, 
improving his ancestral acres and, for 
the past decade, additional acres 
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George Simpson, pasture champion, and one his Guernseys. 


which bought brushland con- 
tinguous the home-farm. 

Although Mr. Simpson realized, 
any top-flight farmer would, that the 
calibre his grasslands was high, 
didn’t have the slightest hope 
winning the New England award. 
entered the contest the suggestion 
his friend and county agent, and 
when the New Haven County judging 
was over, Skylinevue was one the 
three New County farms 
selected for that area. Fairfield County 
Farm Ray Platt was one the 
judges. 

Next, the state agronomist judges 
visited the county winners and chose 
three for Connecticut—two Tolland 
County farms and the George Simpson 
Farm New Haven County. Last 
all, the six, one 
from each state, travelled over New 
England. Each state representative 
refrained from judging and acted 
host his own territory. common 
consent, George Simpson’s grasslands 
were declared the greenest all New 
England. 

probable, many would like 
know the details the winning 
pasture program the Simpson 
farm. This program includes acres 
Ladino-grass (mostly orchard grass) 
mixtures, acres alfalfa, seven 
acres spring seeded oats and alfalfa, 
seven acres barley and oats, planted 
about August and acres 
permanent pasture. The total 
acres may appear too much for 
head pasture-age Guernseys but, 
addition over six months grazing, 
sufficient hay for head obtained 
from the same area. The only other 
forage crop the farm acres 
silage corn. 

obvious that this cropping 


system includes variety, flexibility and 
balance. All the fields, excepting 
the permanent pastures, may either 
pastured mowed, both, during 
the six months season. The earliest 
grazing (April 23, 1948) was pro- 
vided the orchard grass one 
the several Ladino clover-orchard grass 
pastures. With the aid the per- 
manent pastures, the Ladino fields 
carried the herd from early spring 
July, when May seeded oats were 
ready supplement the lessening 
growth grass and clover. late 
July and August, Ladino and alfalfa 
fields, cut for hay June, were grazed 
needed. (The second crop alfalfa 
was not needed for pasture 1948). 

previous years, insufficient pastur- 
age has been available September, 
month when alfalfa should not 
grazed mowed. fill this expected 
deficiency 1948, old stand thin 
alfalfa was plowed and seeded late 
July barley and oats. October, 
when the growth all crops very 
slow, the acres third cutting 
alfalfa will provide large part the 
pasturage. 

Mr. Simpson fertilizes his crops 
very practical, but effective, methods. 
First, all fields are liberally limed. 
Stable manure, reinforced with super- 
phosphate, utilized much 
possible for fertilizer. addition, 
few tons complete fertilizer and 
muriate potash were purchased 
1948. That this fertilization has been 
adequate evidenced the fact that 
one excellent stand Ladino clover 
nine years old.
